E read in the papers about strikes 
W ox the differences between capital 

and labor and we read that the gov 
ernment is stepping in to try to settle the dis- 
putes. And we have even seen something 
happen that no American thought would ever 
hoppen——-we have seen the government step in 
and seize a private industry. Now in all the 


commotion between capital and labor, many 
of us have failed to remember that the inter- 
ests of capital and labor are the same. They 
should work together as a team. Labor can 
only receive more 
money as capital is 
available for the tools 
for greater production 
Increased production 
depends on the co- 
operation of labor and 
management, and the 
returns to labor and to 
capital can only be in 

creased by teamwork. 
The great danger is

It Costs Less To Sell Burley 
In North Carolina 


hs costs from 30 cents a hundred to $4.40 a 
k 


1undred pounds less to sell on the Ashe- 
ville, Boone and West Jefferson markets than 
it does on the Tennessee markets. The saving 
comes in the charge per basket. Our Ashe- 
and West Jefferson 


ville, Boone markets 


charge only 25 cents per basket, whereas 
most Tennessee markets charge 50 cents for 


each hundred pounds. 


All this is brought out clearly in the To 
bacco Report, released by L. Y. Ballentine, 
Commissioner of Agriculture of the State of 
North Carolina. This report has the detailed 
charges on burley markets and compares the 
cost of selling 220-lb. baskets, 420-lb. baskets 
and 620-lb. baskets, based on a $50.00 price 
per c.w.t., in Tennessee and North Carolina. 
Our North Carolina burley growers will be 
interested and pleased to see that the cost of 
selling burley tobacco on our North Carolina 
markets is lower than on any of the Ten 


nessee Markets. 


Millions Lost By Burley Growers

that we have in the mountains, and every 
time a farmer fails to plant an acre of his 
allotment for burley tobacco, it means a loss 
of about $900.00 in

have been put into circulation in Western 
North Carolina. It is a loss to every merchant 
and every person living in Western North 
Carolina. 

In the year 1950, twenty-nine hundred 
acres of burley allotments were unplanted. 
This means approximately $2,500,000 of 


farm income was lost by our Western North 
Carolina burley growers. In 1951 about 2,300 
acres of the allotment were not planted. This 
means a loss of approximately two million 
dollars to the growers and the loss of two 
millions dollars put into circulation all over 
Western North Carolina. 


It is very difficult for a new grower to 
obtain an allotment and it is very difficult 
for an old gower to increase his allotment. 
For that reason it is a real hardship on the 
people of Western North Carolina and on the 
farmers when growers fail to take advantage 
of the allotments which they already have. 
Let’s get up a drive to be sure that all our 
allotted acres of burley are grown next year 
and stop this great loss of money in circula- 
tion in the mountains. They tell us that every 
new dollar created on the farm circulates 
seven times. So whenever we farmers fail to 
plant two million dollars worth of tobacco 
means that we have deprived Western North 
Carolina of fourteen million dollars in cir- 


culation.

The dairy cow affords the far- 
mer an opportunity to transform 
the non-edible grows 
into valuable human food, from 
which he obtains the major part 
of his income.

Dairyman of the Month. 

Mr. Waldrop has a herd of 19, 
however he is only milking 17 at 
the present time. He is a new- 
comer to the growing ranks of 
jairymen in Western North Car- 
ylina, as he completed his milking 
parlor in March, 1951. 

The Waldrop Dairy Farm con- 
sists of 220 acres of good Lei- 
cester mountain land. Ladino and 
orchard grass covers 18 acres of 
this, while six acres are sowed in 
alfalfa. Mr. Waldrop really be- 
lieves in improved pastures and 
good hay for a dairy farmer. 
Also, 2.9 acres are set in tobacco 
each year 

In addition to the 225-acre 
lairy farm, Mr. Waldrop has a 
beef farm consisting of 325 acres. 
He usually keeps around 50 head 
of beef cattle each year. He buys 
the cattle and fattens them for 
the market, as he has plenty of 
pasture and feed to do this eco- 
nomically. He uses corn for silage 
and alfalfa and clover for hay. 
Charles and Barbara Waldrop 
help their Dad with the farming. 
In fact, the dairy herd is looked 
after by Charles. Also, one tenant 
lives on the farm. This small 
labor force is able to take care of 
the work by the use of all modern 
farm equipment that is available 
on the farm. 

The Waldrop home is also mo- 
dernized. Mrs. Waldrop just re- 
-ently completed the construction 
of an all-electric kitchen.

Keep 
them growing vigorously by reg- 
ular feeding and watering and by 
controlling pests with consistent 
spraying or dusting. Remove as 
little foliage as possible when cut- 
ting blooms for the house, especi- 
ally from new plants, since the 
foliage 1s needed for feeding the 
plants. 

Since most of the spring rock 
garden and dwarf border plants 
have finished blooming, they 
should be cut back to make a 
neater appearance and also to 
produce better plants next season. 
It is a good time to divide and re- 
set the dwarf phlox subulata 
(thrift), when the clumps have 
become large. If this is not done 
occasionally, it will die out. 

Many of the early-flowering 
shrubs would benefit from sum- 
mer pruning, by removing some 
of the old stems at the base and 
reducing the height of others in 
order to retain better dimension 
and to stimulate a new crop of 
young shoots. Never shear them 
off at the top unless you are mak- 
ing a hedge, but study the natural 
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shape of each plant anc to 
maintain it when pruning 


Finally, your lawn in J will 
need a little extra atter 1 to 
keep it in good condition rest 
of the season.
